The man on the-radio who cau- 
tions us,, “Don't be half safe,” 
might very well be selling insur- 
ance instead of soap, according to 
my good friend Asher Frank, sec- 
retary. of the Florida Safety Coun- 
cil.

“The cost of accidents,” Asher 
says, “is going up like everything 
else and going up at an alarming 
rate.” 

To prove it he brought me a 
clipping from the Miami Herald 
which tells of awards for damages 
allowed by the courts in accident 
cases of from $25,000 to as high a9 
$100,000. E 

Records show that up until last 
November the highest amount ever 
awarded in such a case in Florida 
was $25,000. Then things began to 
pick up and clever lawyers point- 
-d out that money won't buy as 
much today as it did a few years 
ago.
